1 . Claims 3, 4, 6, 1 7-20 and 26-29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art is 
Sekine et al (WO 99/09595) and Ichikawa (JP 02-031437). Sekine et al teaches a method of 
forming projection electrode on a semiconductor substrate, which is attached to a conductive 
base substrate, covering the electrode with a resin and grinding the resin to expose the electrodes. 
Ichikawa et al teaches a method of forming a resin on the back side of a semiconductor and 
grinding the backside to reduce the package height. Sekine et al teaches a metal base substrate is 
attached to the backside of the semiconductor substrate. Sekine et al and Ichikawa et al does not 
teach or suggest a step of forming a back side resin layer on back side of the semiconductor 
substrate to brace the substrate with the back side resin layer until after a surface grinding step.
